IliRVAHCK, N. D., Aup. 9. — Fire dc- 
stroj-ed the best portion of the city of 
llismarck Monday eveninp, lickinpup 
hundreds of thousands of dollars' 
worth of propert 3 ". The flames orlp- 
inatod in tlic apent's office of ilic 
Xorthern Pneifie depot Almost be- 
fore tlie 3 ‘ were discovered the entire 
buildinp and the immense warehouse 
of the compan 3 ' were iu flames. Oils 
and powder contributed fuel, and 
l>efore the flames could be checked 
thc 3 ’ had spread to the block 
of brick buildinps across tiie allc 3 ', de- 
strovinp the 'J^ibune oflicc. Hare's 
hardware store and an entire row of 
buildinps. The flames tlicu leaped the 
street to the imipniflcent First na- 
tional bank buildinp. which melted 
awnv in a few minutes. The Central 
block followed and the ikimcs si>roud 
to the postoflice, sweepinp over the en- 
tire block and curr 3 -inp down tlic post 
oflice. Merchants' bank block, Griflin 
block, and nil intermediate frame and 
brick structures. The fire then spread 
across and devoured Kupitz's store 
and the preater part of the block. The 
flames also spread north into a resi- 
dence block and completely destro 3 'cd 
it. Firemen were powerless to check 
the inroads of the fire, which spread to 
scores of buildinps, lickinp thcBi up as 
so much waste pai>er. 

The oripin of the fire is unknown ns 
no one was in the freipht oflice when 
it starteil. It is impossible to estimate 
the loss Monday nipht. All wires are 
burned out. tiie Western Union oflice 
bcinp one of the firs*, to po. The rail- 
road oflice also was dostro 3 ’ed. A tein- 
porar 3 ' cut In was made to handle Im- 
perative business. 

Ever 3 ’ drup store In the city is 
burned and all the proceries Jbut two 
or three, also two newspaper offices 
and the preat bulk of the business por- 
tion of the cil 3 ’ with several blocks of 
robidcnces.

Neither at the 
white Kiouse nor at the state depart- 
ment was there any oflicial knowledpe 
that the reply had reached Wa.shinp- 
ton and the usual office hours closed 
with no appointment made for a con- 
ference. 

The concludinp portion of the Span- 
ish reply was received durinp the 
eveniii,;. but it was not until a late 
hour that it was deciphered as a whol 
and pone over by the ambn.ssador. No 
'effort was made to communicate it tc 
the L i. led States povernment bey'ond 
a oo'P to Secrclar 3 '^ Day pdvi.sinp 
him kat tho document had s been 
TCTtjf'dptw *Wv — not — ^MKitoaitoy.. -*u 
conteiiQ.. It is probable tliat the re- 
ply wil be delived to the president 
before Mho cabinet moetinp Tuesda 3 ', 
although no hour lia.s been fixed. 
'I’liere is complete reticence in all quar- 
ters as to the te.xt of the reply but 
there is rca.son to lielievo it is not an 
unqualified aeeeptnncc of tho Ameri- 
can terms but is framed on tlie tlicory 
of aeeeptinp the essentials and trust- 
inp to a hoped-for conciliatory spirit 
on the part of this povernment to mod- 
erate to Some extent features wliicli 
tlic .Vpanish povernment seems to re- 
pard as uncssL-utinls. 

I’cndinp the oflicial delivery of the 
answer. Speculation was rife us to its 
contents. There was little or no fur- 
therdoubt that the Icnpth of the reply 
meant that 8pain had not piven 
a simple and direct iiffirniative to 
the American conditions. It was 
evident that if tlie rcpl 3 ' was 
an acceptance it was accompan- 
ied by extended discussion and 
probably b 3 ' conditions. This caused 
considerable apprehension in ofliciul 
circles here for while it was felt last 
wecil that Spain would siirel 3 ’ 3 'icld in 
avc'j particular it bepan to bo felt 
tha'.j possibly it mipht result in an- 
othtr period of discussion and nossi- 
bl 3 ‘ .in indirect attempt to open up a 
dipiotnatic e.xchunpc ou tlie nature of 
tile ‘ terms. Tlic prevailiup view, 
hooever, was that tlie repU’ was on its 
face an acceptance, nlthoiiph not such 
a oie as precluded all possibility of 
fur'her discussion. All vital points 
werJ believed to be conceded— the 
abaidonmcnt of Cuba, I’orto Bico and 
the Ladrone.s. and the e-tablisliment 
of i commission to pass upon ques- 
tiois relatinp to the I'hilippines.

SPAIN’S REPLY TO AMERICA, 



Only a l*>w rn^ttBrutinl C'lmngea In the 
AiU4>rl<*Aii DeiiiAiKlii Are Aaketl fur 
lijr the IlMuglity l>oMa. 



London, Aup. 8. — Tho Madrid corre 
spondentof the I)ail 3 ’ Mail telepraph- 
inp Sunda 3 ’ says: 

"Tlio answer of tlie Spanish povern- 
ment declares that Spain can not dis- 
cuss the American proposals but only 
accepts them, because thc 3 ' are im- 
posed on her b 3 ' force. Only a few un- 
essential changes in the American de- 
mands were a.skcd for and it is not ex- 
pected that I’resident McKinley will 
refuse. them. 

"A commission composed of Span- 
iards and Americans will decide the 
question of the Cuban debt, the dates 
and manner of evacuating Cuba and 
Porto Rico and the protection of -Span- 
iards and Spanish interests in those 
placca Tho commissioners will also 
decide whctlier Spain Is to be allowed 
to withdraw her artillery and the re- 
mainder of her arms and ammunition 
from the colonies, while the question 
of the future of the Philippines will 
be settled b 3 ’ the same bod 3 '. 

"Troat 3 * will be signed subject to 
approval b 3 ' the cortes, which will be 
convoked immediutel 3 ’. The cabinet 
couucll Sunday nipht will appoint 
Spanish commissioners to meet the 
Amoricaus to arrange as to the future 
of the Philippines and other details."

A CHANGE OF COMMANDERS 



Washinoton, Aup. 9. — Gen. Sliafter 
has telegraphed tlie president repard- 
iup the publication of the "round- 
robin” signed b 3 ' the pencral ofllecrs 
of his command, ns follows: 

"I can very readily see what intense 
excitement the publication must have 
occasioned; a great deal more than 
the situation warranted. Situation is 
greatly approvated from tlic fact tliat 
before any of the men were taken ill 
they were thorouphl 3 - exhausted. At 
least 75 per eijnt of the com- 
mand had been down with malarial 
fever, Iwjm which they recover very 
slowly and are in noeondition to stand 
an attack of yellow fever or dysen- 
tery. Placed here now in the condi- 
tion in which they were when they 
came here I do not believe tliein to 
bo in Bn 3 ' particular danger. Tho 
regiment of iinmunes that recently 
arrived is not suffering at all, 
and I don’t believe they will. They 
can keep out of the sun, are well 
clothed and well fed. What put ray 
command in its present condition was 
the twenty days of the campaign w hen 
they hod nothing but meat, bread and 
coffee, without change of clothes, 
witliout any shelter whatever and 
during tho period twice as stormy as 
it has been since the surren- 
der.
